rights. 
“ Enough money can be raised amoDg 
them to fix all the lawmakers in the state 
in having the dram-shop act fixed,” sa’d 
one of the delegates. 
“ It is not fair to 
have that act make us liable for selling to 
a habitual drunkard who comes into our 
saloon from another city. 
Ho fa well 
dressed and gentlemanly and we give him 
a drink. 
Under the present law his wife 
can prosecute us. 
It ain’t a fair shake. 
Then there is the selling to minor. 
That 
clause is too hard on the saloonists. 
A 
young fellow with down on his lips calls 
for a drink. 
‘Are you of age? ’ we ask 
him. 
He vows be is twenty-three and 
gets his glass. 
He goes out and can com­ 
mence suit against us it he proves to have 
lied to the bartender. 
These are some of 
the things that the Saloonists* Union pro­ 
poses to fight.” So there you have it. And 
owing to the fact that many temperance 
men are also dead set against the Dram- 
Shop law it is not unreasonable to sup­ 
pose that the saloon keepers may work up 
quite an opposition to the law by uniting 
with those temperance men who are also 
opposed to the Dram shop law. 
It is a 
queer combination; but “ politics makes 
strange bedfellow’s.’*

BILL NYE’S UMBRELLA. 


Bw Trie* to Identify Hlm aelf and Tnpna 
Out to lie Somebody Else 
Last, week in company with my family 
and about 80,000 other people, I paid a visit 
to the great industrial exposition at Min* 
neapolia. 
It is a great triumph of mind over matter. 
There, on the east bank of the great parent 
of waters, by which term I would imply the 
Mississippi river, and near to and overlook­ 
ing Col. St. Anthony’s justly celebrated falls, 
stands a building costing $ ¿ 50,000, full of the 
products of every clime, and all prepared in 
eighty-three days. It filled me with wonder, 
as it must any one who views it thoughtfully 
and from a purely unpartisan point of view. 
Leas tbau three months ago, where the 
morning sun rose reluctantly over the elms of 
the east side and looked down upon several 
acres of unimproved real estate, and a broad 
sweep of wet saw logs, flecked with cream- 
colored boys wearing nothing but an air of 
defiance for the police, now a magnificent 
building faces the turbulent tide, and people 
from the four quarters of the globe jostle 
each other to the weird music of the Mexican 
band, while ever and anon a largo and ex­ 
pensive fountain is dreamily squirting its 
rhythmic squirt 
Everywhere science and art are visible. 
Here in the new west, where Minnie Haha 
but a few fleeting years ago strained maple 
sirup through a pillow sham, the paleface 
wanders through acres of beautiful and use­ 
ful articles, the offspring, I may say, of tire­ 
less hands and throbbing brains all over the 
universe. 
Here where the warrior wooed his mahog­ 
any mate, and the papoose seemed indigenous 
to the soil, people from Farther India and 
Erin Prairie, Wis., come to listen to the pas­ 
sionate notes of the Mexican band and stab 
their umbrellas into the old masters. 
A large policeman at the door of the art 
gallery, in harsh tones, requested me to de­ 
posit my umbrella with a young woman. I 
did it, for 1 respect a policeman wherever I 
meet him. Some of them are strangers to 
me, but they are generally men whose ad­ 
vice it is well to heed. Had it not been for 
men I do not know where I would have 
to-day—thousands of miles from here, 
perhaps. 
He told me afterward that he had to stop 
people from carrying their canes and um­ 
brellas into the art department because 
thoughtless visitors now and then jabbed a 
bole in an'$ 18,000 painting, and it delayed 
the exposition, when they had to wait for a 
Minneapolis artist to point another one. He 
also stated that excited people poked the 
statuary with their canes and knocked off 
the drapery.

THE BUCKEYE PANORAMA BUSINESS. 


A Placo W here Hig Tainting* are Manu­ 
factured for E x h ib ition -B ig Scheme. 
Chicago is the center of the panorama 
business in America. 
And the panorama 
business is a more extensive one than most 
people imagine it to be. There are several 
panorama factories in town, or near by. 
One of these stands near the Rock Island rail­ 
way tracks in Englewood—a monster turret 
of wood, whose doors are closed to all visitors 
except those accompanied by the proprietor, 
Dr. Pierpont. 
In 
this turret-like house 
painters are always at work upon panoramas 
—not creations, but copies of works alremiy 
known to fame. Gettysburg is the favorite, 
and it is estimated that there are now in ex­ 
istence something like two dozen copies of 
this 
famous panorama. 
The 
copies are 
known to the trade as ‘ buckeyes,” though 
the origin of the term in this application is as 
yet a mystery. These “ buckeyes” cost all the 
way from $ 2,000 to $ 20,000 apiece, and some 
of them are fine copies of the original. They 
are sold to enterprising chaps in large cities 
throughout the country, and exhibited usu­ 
ally in cheap wooden buildings. Some of 
them have made fortunes for their owners in 
a few years. 
Tho cheaper paintings are carried about the 
country by railway care, being wound up for 
shipment on a big spool, and exhibited in 
tents. Some of the first “ buckeyes” manu­ 
factured were turned out by house and sign 
painters, and sorry jobs they mado of them, 
too. In addition to their ignorance of per- 
sjjective and coloring they only knew how to 
mix paints for wood surfaces, ami some of 
the canvases which their clumsy brushes 
daubed, and which have been carried around 
the country until they ore weary, cracked 
and weather-worn, do not much resemble the 
original Gettysburg. 
A queer feature of the business is that the 
painters of these “ buckeyes” pay the proprie­ 
tors of the originals nothing for the privilege 
of copying. Photographs are on sale of all 
sections save one of the Gettysburg panorama, 
the exception being the view of the wheat 
field. The copyers buy these photographs, 
slyly take notes as to the coloring while pre­ 
tending to look at the canvas, and in the same 
manner make hasty and crude sketches of the 
wheat field. 
It is said that th ere is a scheme qn foot to 
procure $ 10,000 copies of Gettysburg, Shiloh, 
Missio n ary llidge, Siege of Paris and Atlanta 
(th e n ew p ictu re 
In ing painted in Wehner's 
stu d io , Milwau k ee), 
and combining them all 
under o n e canvas—"only one admission ticket 
to th e fiv e greatest panoramas on earth” —go 
on tho road in true circus sty le. Surely, this 
is a great world for schemes.—Chicago

mu ch squ eezed ou t of tho peasant’s 
hov el. ” 


B elgiu m is not a bad cou ntry to com­ 
mit a mu rder in. 
M. Vandersmissen 
was some time ago conv icted of a pe­ 
cu liarly atrociou s mu rder. 
The mu r­ 
derer was, and is still, a member of iho 
Belgian Legislatu re, and his v ictim was 
an apparently not v ery repu table lady 
whom ho had the misfortu ne to marry . 
If the prisoner’s accou nt was tru e the 
motiv e for the crime was ex ceedingly in­ 
adequ ate. 
If the theory of the prose­ 
cu tion was correct, it was an aggrav a­ 
tion of the offense. 
Vandersmissen, 
howev er, has had a v ery pleasant time 
since he was sentenced. 
He has been 
treated somewhat better than a first- 
class misdemenant; and last week he 
was allowed to spend a day or two in 
his own hou se u nder jmlice su perv ision 
for the pu rpose of pu tting his affairs in 
order and giv ing a dinner party . 
And 
now Vandersmissen has learned the 
agreeable bu t wholly u nex pected tid­ 
ings that his sentence has been annu lled 
by the Cou r de Cassation on pu rely 
technical grou nds. 
He will therefore 
be tried again, and, apart from the 
chance of acqu itnl, will spend some more 
pleasant months in and ou t of prison. 
The telegrams from Bru ssels do not 
state what the grou nds of the late de­ 
cision were; bu t in another celebrated 
Belgian cau se |a v erdict has been u pset 
becau se one of the ju rors w as discov ered 
not to be su fficiently Belgian. 
Tru e, 
he was born and bred in Belgiu m, and 
is now, at the age of 50, a liigli official 
in the Belgian pu blic serv ice. 
Bu t it 
appears that his parents were French.

There were a nu mber of 
candidates for the post of honor, and 
finding himself in a qu andary as to 
which one he shou ld choose, the happy 
thou ght occu rred to him of su bjecting 
three of the more promising stu dents in 
tu rn to the simple test of describing the 
v iew' from his laboratory window, which 
ov erlook ed the side y ard of the college. 
One said that he saw merely a board 
fence and a brick pav ement ; another 
added a stream of soapy water; a third 
detected the color of the paint on the 
fence, noted a green mou ld or fu ngu s 
on the brick s, and ev idences of “blu ing” 
in the w ater, besides other details. 
It 


in needless to tell which candidate was 
awarded the co v eted po sitio n. 
Hou din, the celebrated prestigiator, 
attribu ted his su ccess in his profession 
mainly to his qu ick ness of perception, 
which, lie tells ns in his entertaining 
au tobiography , lie acqu ired by edu cat­ 
ing his ey es to detect a large nu mber of 
objects at a single glance. 
His simp le 
plan was to select a shop window fu ll 
of a miscellaneou s assortment of arti­ 
cles, and walk rapidly past it a nu mber 
of times ev ery day , writing down each 
object which* impressed itself on liis 
mind. 
In this way he was able, after a 
time, to detect instantaneou sly all of 
the articles in the window, ev en thou gh 
they might be nu mbered by scores.— 
S cien tific America n , 


The Passage o f the Forts. 
C apt Bev erly Kennon, who com­ 
manded the Conifederate gu nboat Gov ­ 
ernor Moore, and helped in fighting 
Farragu t below New Orleans, has a pa­ 
per in the Cen tu ry, from which v e 
qu ote as follows: 
“The ev ening pre­ 
v iou s to the battle I reported to Gen. 
Du nean, the commander of the two 
ports, my observ ations on the enemy ’s 
mov ements, as seen by mv self from the 
mast-head. 
Yet to my k nowledge no 
pick et boat w as sent dow n by u s, or 
any means adopted to watch the enemy 
and gu ard against su rprise. 
The re­ 
su lt was they w ere abreast the forts be­ 
fore some of ou r v essels fired a shot. 
In a f*ew moments this space was filled 
with smok e from the gu ns and ex ­ 
ploded shells, intensify ing the dark ness 
of the night. 
A slack ing of the fire on 
both sides was necessary , since neither 
cou ld distingu ish friend from foe. 
In 
some places no object was distingu ish­ 
able u ntil directly u pon it, when it was 
as soon lost to v iew, y et the United 
States squ adron steamed ahead, blind­ 
folded, as it were, throu gh the dark ­ 
ness and confu sion, soon to find them­ 
selv es in places of absolu te safety and 
with comparativ ely few' casu alties. 
“At abou t 8 :30 a. m. ( April 24, 1862) 
an u nu su al noise attracted my attention. 
As we ex pected to be attack ed at any 
moment, I descended the ladder to near 
the water, w here I distinctly heard the 
paddles of a steamer (the Mississippi). 
I saw' nothing on reaching the deck , 
bu t instantly fired the after gu n, the 
one forward being fired by the sentry 
there; at the same moment the water 
batteries of Fort Jack son and Fort St. 
Philip let driv e, followed in an instant 
by a general discharge from all the 
av ailable gu ns in the forts, and both 
batteries of the adv ancing fleet, mou nt­ 
ing 242 gu ns, and Commander Porter’s 
squ adroon of sev en v essels, mou nting 
sev enty -two gu ns, which attack ed Fort 
Jack son’s flank below' the obstru ctions. 
There was also a splendid practice 
from nineteen Federal mortars, which 
fired their 13-icch shells at interv als 
(between the v essels) of ten seconds. 
“The bu rsting of ev ery description of 
shells qu ick ly follow ing their discharge, 
increased a hu ndred-fold the terrific 
noise and fearfu lly grand and magnifi­ 
cent py rotechnic display which centered 
in a space of abou t 1 ,2 0 0 y ards in width. 
The ball had not fairly opened before 
the enemy ’s ships were between the 
forts, and the Uncle Sam of my earlier 
day s had the k ey to the v alley of the 
Mississippi again in 
his 
breeches- 
pock et, for which lie had to thank his 
gallant nav y and the stu pidity , tardi­ 
ness, ignorance, and neglect of the 
au thorities in Richmond.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 0,—The threaten ed lockout 
at the stock yard s was d iscoun t» ! by a por­ 
tion of the tn en Frid ay, for about 8,009 of 
them struck, upon the packers refusin g to ac- 
cod e to a d eman d that the ten -hour n otices bo 
pulled d own . " re first of the men to take 
action wore the employee of the Chicago 
Packin g an d Prov ision compan y. When tha 
d eman d th at the n otices be pulled d own waa 
ign ored they held a brief meetin g an d d e­ 
cid ed n ot to go to work. 
The mov emen t 
spread , an d at if p. m. Armour & Co., John 
Morrell, J. T. Hickey Ac Co., John Cud ahy, 
the In tern ation al Prov ision compan y, an d 
the An glo-American Packin g compan y hud 
been d eserted by the han d s. 
There was a 
prospect of a riot at Morrell’s, where it was 
stated that the in en had con clud ed to return 
to work. 
The strikers wen t d own there an d 
there was some excitin g talk, an d the police 
were called upon for fear there would be 
trouble. The excitemen t d ied out, howev er, 
when it was foun d that there was n o d e­ 
termin ation amon g Morrell’s men to 
go to 
work. 
On e of the compan ies asked that 
twen ty men be {termitted to go to work an i 
d ean up their house. 
This the striker- 
agreed to, an d the men wen t to work. There 
wn s a d ecid ed ly ticklish state of thin gs ill the 
stock yard s d istrict all d ay, an d a little 
prov ocation would hav e caused a 
big row. 
Hiere wore a n umber of fights as it was, an d 
broken head s an d blood y n oses v vero n ot at 
all scarce. 
The packers, as soon as the trouble began , 
ren t for Pin k« rton an il in a few* hours about 
800 d etectiv es in un iform an d armed with 
Win chester rifles were cn the groun d an d 
patrollin g the yard s an d factories of the 
packers. There was an apparen t d etermin a­ 
tion amon g tlie strikers to ad opt the usual 
tactics in such cases an d n ot permit an y on e 
else to take their places. They were in d ig­ 
ran t, howev er, at the appearan ce of the d e­ 
tectiv e, ami d eclared they were law-abid in g 
citizen s an d the d isplay of gun s was un n eces­ 
sary.

quake, or the begin n in g of a n ew on e. In 
spite of all this, howev er, tho theatre open ed 
here Frid ay n ight, with a v ery large aud i­ 
en ce, an d work is goin g on rapid ly.

ENGEL SPEAKING.

Chicago , Oct 9 .—Women were giv en the 
preference in edmimion to the criminal 
court Friday morning, and of the tboueand 
or ao waiting at the doors when they 
opened only about 900 were admitted, that 
number being all the room would hold com­ 
fortably . The famUiee and friends of the 
prisoners were all on hand, and tried to smile 
■encouragingly on tin» apparently doomed 
men. The judge arriv ed at 10 o’clock, and 
court was promptly called to order. 
Louis Engel 
wea the first speaker. He 
spoke in German 
hi an Impassioned tone, 
and was interpreted 
b y Mr. Gana He said 
Ahe had Lft Germany 
r'» b ecause the country 
>^w as hot a free coun- 
, mid had now 
found that he had not 
b ettered himself, as 
this country was less 
free than the one he 
had left, and human 
misery was just 
ab undant here as in 
the fatherland. 
He 
had seen people here 
fishing in slop b arrels 
for refuse to eat, and had read of others dy­ 
ing of hunger, and determined to ascertain 
why, in a country so rich as this, such things 
were. 
In this determination he studied 
s'V'ialfam and read the works of Henry 
George and others, and joined the social 
Democracy. Hero he found corruption, and 
seeing that the vote was no protection to the 
workingman he joined the International so­ 
ciety, having reached the conclusion that 
force must b e used b efore the poor would 
gain their rights. Every material progress 
in the world had b een ob tained b y tlio use of 
force. 
He 
aLso 
b ecame 
convinced 
that 
advocacy 
of 
the 
poor 
man’s 
cause 
was 
a 
capital 
crime 
iu 
this 
country-and lost all respect for American 
law. The privileged classes were the only 
ones who had any rights. He warned the 
court that the exocution of the prisoners 
would not kill anarchism, b ut that secrecy 
would take the place of open agitation. He 
hoped the prosecutors in this case would 
meet the fate of Rumpf. He had no hatred 
for capitalists, b ut hated the system of privi­ 
lege and against b is conviction b y capitalist 
influence he had not a word to say. ‘ 
Samuel Fielden then took the floor and 
commenced his address b y q uoting a poem 
w ritten b y the Austrian poet FVeilegrath, 
one verso of which is as follows: 
And though ye give her felon fare. 
Hid fe on garb her livery b e. 
And though ye set the oakum task, 
► 
I ted you all she still is free. 
He then said it made a great deal of differ­ 
ence what sort of revoltionist a man was. If 
he happened to b e poor he was a criminal. 
He complained, with 
nearly all the others 
who had spoken, that 
he had b een charged 
with murder and tried 
for 
Anarchy, 
and 
said he would have 
justified himself for 
his anarchist doctrines 
had he b een given 
opportunity. As it was 
the last time b e should 
have an oppoptunity 
| J i|^ v \W \! 
to speak he desired to 
show the court why 
he was what lie was. 
f ie l de n . 
He was b orn in Lancashire, England, and 
though b om in a monarchy he was a repub ­ 
lican b efore he came to this country. 
During 
the 
war, 
when 
the property 
classes 
in 
England 
would 
willingly 
have 
recognizad 
the 
south, the 
oper­ 
atives of Lancashire, starving for the want of 
the cotton which was b lockaded in southern 
ports b y Union men-of» war, had b een staunch 
friends of the Union, and one of the first 
speeches he had ever made was in defense of 
the Union cause to Lancashire operatives. 
He knew that some sp-called patriots in this 
country, in order to secure a certain vote, 
had tried to create a q uarrel b etween Eng­ 
land and America; b ut if there was a spot on 
the glob e the Americans should b e grateful 
to it was Lancashire, England. He ran over 
his autob iography aq i told how he hail b een 
a Methodist Sunday-school teacher, « shorter 
and class leader, and then proceeded to dis­ 
cuss tho principles of sociology. The social 
system must b e very much at fault that 
showed the palace and the hovel so close 
together as they were in the United States. 
He denounced the press reporters as stupid 
liars and, instanced the president’s protest 
against their reports in support of his charge. 
Upon the lying evidence of these reporters 
he had b een convicted, and he took up a num­ 
b er of reports of his speech as testified to b y 
newspaper importers and pronounced their 
testimony false. 
Referring to the haymarket meeting ha 
said: “I should have b een at another meeting 
that night, and what little things change the 
.current of a man’s life. The fact of my see­ 
ing that little advertisement In the paper has 
■caused iny death-caused the judge to pro­ 
nounce sentence of death upon me— though 1 
went to that meeting without a thought or 
purpose of committing a crime.” The charge 
that he had said, “Here come the b lood 
hounds,” etc., he again denied, and stated 
that no such testimony was given at the 
coroner’s inq uest, implying that it was an 
afterthought. He referred to Capt. Bonfltid 
as “Fruitful James" Bonfleld, declared that 
the meeting was peaceful, and asked: “Then 
why were ¿00 policemen sent there to disperse 
it! It has never b een shown that we ever in 
tended to engage in the b lowing up of the 
freight houses,” 
The foulest criminal, he continued, would 
never have b een convicted on such testimony 
as had b een b rought here if b e had not b een 
a dangerous man in the opinion of the privi 
leged classes. He and his fellow defendants, 
he claimed, were convicted, not b ecause they 
had committed murder, b ut b ecause they 
were very energetic in the advocacy of the 
rights of lab or. If he was to b e taken for 
advocating the principles of Socialism and 
anarchy as he understood them, and honestly 
b elieved them, he freely gave himself up. 
The price was very small for a result so great. 
He trusted the time would come when there 
would b e a b etter understanding and more 
intelligence. 
Fielden’s speech was_ a much more twn 
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It would ho fcnpoetiblo tor him to fwmnhriit ho 
woutftdtho court to oddooru tor the day . 
J udge Gory concluded, howev er, that Par 
sons might go on. 
Th^ tHt}, Parsons sold, hod boon immersed 
la passion, and ov en now, standing In tin 
shadow of the gallows, with the hangman 
waiting with hto nooss, the capitalistic press 
wsa clamoring for his blood and the blood of 
his comradsa 
Ha had aspoused tho interest 
of tbs wage-worker, and he stood here as one 
of the people, a workingman. Ho believ ed 
that representativ es a t that organisation of 
millionaires, the Citloons’ amocJation, had de­ 
manded of his honor that he and his fellow 
defendants should be put out of the way by 
an ignominious death. 
But where was the 
justice of this railroading of human beings to 
the gallows with tbs speed of an ex press 
train. Condemnation did not mean that the 
condemned were alway s guilty , and history 
showed that ws might also hav e unjust 
judges—Lord J efferies and their like. 
Par­ 
sons held that the ex ecution of the sentence 
to be imposed on him was nothing but 
judicial murder. 
It was a trial by a mob. 
His honor must know this, he said, and It was 
for him to look at the matter from the stand­ 
point of reason and common sense. 
Parsons spoke until 4:90, when the court 
adjourned at his req uest. 


WORK OF THE MISSIONARIES 


Decuples Most of the Day In the Episco­ 
pal Convention. 


C hic ago 
, Oct. » .— T he attendance at the 
Episcopal general convention Friday was 
b e tte r than on Thursday. 
Nearly all the 
le le ga te s were present and the galleries 
crowded. After the reading of the minutes 
Mid the passage of a rule forb idding applause, 
the committee on amendments to tjie consti­ 
tution reported against the resolution 
offered 
b y Dr. Swope, of New York, referring to se­ 
curing a uniformity in the marriage law 
throughout the Union. It was referred to 
the committee on marriage and divorce. The 
committee also reported adversely on the 
resolution providing for 
a reduction of the 
numb er of deputies to the general conven­ 
tion. 


BISHOP BXirUT a POTTER. 
Among the memorials offered weie a num­ 
ber pray ing for the restoration of the unity 
of the church. Then Dr. Gray , of Tennessee, 
offered a resolution for permissiv e use of the 
book of King Edward VI for the nex t three 
y ears. Dr. Huntington, of New York, sup­ 
ported the resolution, but it was laid upon 
the table, to be taken up by the committee on 
liturgical rev ision. 
This committee was constituted as follows: 
Dr. Huntington, Dr. Egar, Dr. Gould, Dr. 
Hale, Dr. Hart, Dr. Shattuck, Mr. Packard, 
J udge Gilbert, J udge Sheffey , and Mr. Nash. 
To the same committee the bouse of bishops 
appointed the following: Bishops Williams, of 
Connecticut; Bedell, of Northern Ohio; Doane, 
of Albany , and Ly man, of North Carolina, 
and Assistant Bishop Henry (X Potter, of 
New York. 
About 11 o’clock the house of deputies ad­ 
journed to assemble at 11:30, with the house 
of bishops as the board missions, at which 
•ewsion Bishop Alfred Lea, of Delaware, pre­ 
sided. He urged the importance of spread­ 
ing the gospel among the ignorant" The 
report of the board of managers of the mis­ 
sionary society was then read by Secre­ 
tary Longford. Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, read 
a letter on the religious progress of the Japanr 
ese. Bishop Tuttle, of Utah, followed with 
an oral report, In which he ex pressed sorrow 
at leav ing Utah. He said that it was through 
the schools that the ev ils of Mormonism and 
poly gamy were being attacked in Utah. 
Bishop Morris, of Oregon, followed with an 
urgent appeal for more liberality on the part 
of the east toward the missions and mission­ 
aries in the west After tinging the Dox d- 
ogy the board adjourned for one hour. 
Upon reassembling missionary addresms 
were made by Bishops Whitaker, of Nsv ada; 
Hare, of Southern Dakota; Holly , of Hay ti: 
Spalding* of Colorado; Elliott of Western 
Tex as; Pierce, of Arkansas, and Garrett, of 
northem Tex as, all of whom gav e interesting 
accounts of their labors in those fields, and 
stated the needs of the church. At 5 p. m. 
1m* house adjourned for the day .

Clev eland answers ev ery letter receiv ed 
by h er, and it is said th at sh e alway s 
say s someth ing in each wh ich will 
please th e person for wh om th e letter 
is intended. 


A t a time wh en week ly and month ly 
periodicals are inv iting writers “with ­ 
ou t sin” to colt th eir critical stones at 
th e newspaper press it is refresh ing to 
h av e from th e h igh est cou rt in England 
a precise and common-sens» definition 
of wh at constitu tes th e freedom and re­ 
sponsibility of th e press. 
Th e news­ 
paper of to-day generally realizes its 
mission, and striv es with diligence and 
some su ccess to fu lfill it. . It k nows its 
freedom and accepts its responsibility . 
Th e ch ief complaints against it come 
from th ose wh ose with ers h av e been 
wru ng. 
It w as so in th e case w h ere th e 
Lord Ch ief Ju stice of England took th e 
opportu nity to 
d e fine th e righ ts and 
restraints u pon its priv ilege. 
An arti­ 
cle in th e Ad m ira lty a n d Ho rse 
Gu a rd s Ga zette 
ch arged th at th e cele­ 
brated gu minak ing firm of Armstrong 
& Co. “eith er were, or sometime h ad 
beeh , members of a ring h av ing for its 
object th e acq u isition of pu blic con-, 
tract for th e manu factu re of ordinances, 
and h ad effected, or were endeav oring 
to effect, th eir object by means of dis­ 
h onest practices and by oppresion, cor­ 
ru ption, and oth er discreditable means. ” 
Du ring th e pendency of th o su it th e 
plaintiffs sou gh t by an inju nction to re­ 
strain fu rth er comments or a reitera­ 
tion of th e alleged libel.

“The staff of old was not only the 
» pilgrim's support on his weary voyage 
and his weapon of defense against the 
tanimalg of the forestand the footpads of 
jthe highway; it was the means b y 
which he jumped ditches and water­ 
courses. Then it b ecame from a matter 
of comfort one of luxury. The old 
'Greeks carried canes as tokens of dig­ 
nity. Don't you recollect from your 
school days how Socrates used his oane 
as an aid in teaching his scholars? He 
didn't whip them, of course, b ut Xeno­ 
phon tells us how his old teacher used 
‘•to stop his pupils on the streets of an­ 
cient Athens and made them answer 
iquestions b efore he let them pass. 
Home honored her first Scipio b y 
giving him the surname of “the staff" 
in recognition of the support he was to 
lus old father. 
“Then, in olden times, the staff b e­ 
came the necessary attrib ute of the 
wayfaret, as Jean Paul says: ‘Friend­ 
ship is a b ludgeon on a voyage, love 
a 
cane for the promenade.' Modem time, 
which sub jects everything to the ever- 
changing fashion, has rob b ed the time- 
honored staff of every vestige of dig­ 
nity and converted it into a cane.. Like 
the snuff b ox of old and the cigar of 
to-day, the cane has b ecome the favor­ 
ite means to give something like grace 
to men who do not know what to (do 
with their hands, and at the same time 
to make awkward pauses in a dragging 
conversation endurab le. For any num­ 
b er of people the cane, even b e it only 
the insignificant one of the dude, has 
b ecome a necessary requisite. 
Take 
the cane away from them and they seem 
to b e all elb ows and hands protruding 
unnaturally from the coat-sleeves. Peo­ 
ple will wear a cane under their arm 
and endanger the eyes and noses of 
those b ehind them; they will wh rl them 
around and hit someb ody on the shins; 
they w'ill vacantly suck at the head of 
the cane or carry it thoughtfully like a 
sword at rest 
Borne cannot withstand 
the temptations to make a dash with 
their canes at every cat and dog that 
crosses their path, and others are look­ 
ing out for the palings of fences or the 
gratings of b ashmCnt windows to rattle 
them merrily with the cane as they 
walk along. What would some of us 
do in a gossiping company without 
a 
cane? To rest b oth hands upon it and 
the chin in turn upon the hands gives 
one a thoughtful look and leads others 
to b elieve that b ehind the corrugated 
b rows of the apparent thinker slum­ 
b ers a world of ideas. 
* “Thus the cane plays even in social 
life an important role, and a more hu­ 
mane one than of old. 
To the unin­ 
itiated it may sound paradoxical, b ut it 
is, nevertheless, true, that the cane, as 
well as soap and coal, is a standard b y 
which to mqasure the culture of a peo­ 
ple. That men, after having suffered 
much from applications of staff and 
cane, have not only left them in exist­ 
ence b ut even elevated them to b eing 
-symb ols of elegance and dignity, sub ject 
to fashion, like hats, coats, and collars, 
testifies amply to the good-nature of 
mankind. The ab original Indian, per­ 
haps, would see in the carrying of a 
cane a sign of weakness, b ut then we 
are judged b y higher standards than 
that.

A French Prison fer Women. 
Saint Lazare is prob ab ly one of the 
strangest prisons in the world. It is 
as an estab lishment for women that it 
is chiefly remarkab le. These are class­ 
ed under two categories—felons and 
fiUes. 
The latter are the miserab le 
women who, according to the irrefpilar 
and altogether inconsistent flourishes 
of the prefect's b room, are allowed to 
swarm upon the pavements b y night 
under the noses of the police, or are 
caught like b irds in a net, to b e caged 
up for some weeks at Saint Lazare. 
There is no rule for their guidance; 
whether they are caught and imprison­ 
ed, or are allowed perfect freedom of 
action, depends very much upon the 
demand upon space at Saint Lazare, 
and the need of shirts for the army. 
When they are seized, the intention is 
to make them useful. These unfortu­ 
nate creatures, who more often than 
not are the victims of cruel circum­ 
stances, are much more hardly dealt 
with at Saint Lazare than the thieves 
and other criminals. 
These last can 
receive visits from friends in the par­ 
lor, and if they have money can ob tain 
pretty well what they wish from the 
outside world; b ut, as regards the oth­ 
ers, all communication with the world 
is vigorously cut off 
All female pris­ 
oners at Samt Lazare are in charge of 
nuns. 
They are of the order of St. 
Vincent de Paul. Only those of excep­ 
tionally strong character are chosen for 
prison duty. If .they were not very 
stern at times they could never keep 
order among a numb er of women of 
the worst description living in com­ 
mon. 
For those who b ehave b adly 
there is punishment of the cachot,( or 
dungeon. 
The dungeon in question 
happens to b e a room underneath the 
tiles, where the inmates get half-frozen 
in winter and half-b aked in summer. 
The Sisters are especially severe upon 
prisoners who commit a b reach of de­ 
corum in language—an offense which 
they are particularly liab le to fall into, 
inasmuch as the forb idden language is 
almost their native tongue. 
A Sister's 
life at Saint Lazare is harder than that 
of a prisoner, for it continues year af­ 
ter year, and is spent in an atmosphere 
loathsome in proportion as the charac­ 
ter of the person who remains in it is 
high and pure.— Co r.

Siou x City, Iowa, Oct. 
9.—Important 
developments were made Friday in the Had­ 
dock aaaaasinntion caw*. 
Leavitt, arrested in 
Chicago, was not brou ght here, bu t tak en to 
Kingsley, the home of Attorney Wood. 
He 
Is expected here Monday, the date fixed for 
the beginning of the examination of the par­ 
ties arrested. Accompanying Wood to Chi 
cago was F. A. Hill, bu siness manager 
The .Siou x City Tribu ne, and brother-in-law 
of its editor and proprietor, J. C. Kelly. Mr. 
Hill was intimate with Leavitt, and it wa* 
throu gh this intimacy that Leavitt was in­ 
du ced to mirrender himself. 
Hill brou ght 
back with him a confession of Leavitt, which 
lias been made pu blic. 
In this confession, 
sworn to before M erritt D. Cobb, notary 
pu blic, of Chicago, Leavitt charges that the 
sheeting was done by John Arenwlorf, fore­ 
man of the Fran* Brewing company, and 
one of its stock holders. 
Leavitt says: 
“Abou t 8:13 Tu esday night, Au g. 3 ,1 went 
Up to Frank Cochran’s rooms over the Chi 
cago, and I there met Rhoden, John Hop, 
and Frank Cochran, and we sat down and 
played stu d-pok er u ntil abou t 9 o’clock , 
got u p and wept dow nstairs and met Cham 
pion and Schaffer in front of their place, 
stopped and talk ed with them a few minu tes, 
and then started down to Sherman’s sa­ 
loon , as I was in the babit of dropping 
in there every 
night 
before going to 
bed. 
On my way there, and in front of the 
Siou x National bank , I met Fred Mu nchrath, 
George Treiber, Lou is H ath, a saloon-k eeper 
whose name I can not recall, and those two 
Du tchmen whom Treiber said were the men 
he had to do u p Walk er. They were talk ing 
together abou t Haddock and Tu rner going 
down to the Greenville hou se. 
Treiber said: 
’Let u s tak e a hack and see what they are go­ 
ing to do.’ Mu nchrath said: ’Leavitt, let u s 
tak e a ride and go to the Greenville and see 
what they are going to do.1 
I replied: 
‘All 
right; I don’t caw.* 
We went over in front 
of the Hu bbard bou se, and Henry Haber- 
man, Treiber, Plath, and myself got into the 
hack right u nder the electric light 
I ask ed 
Adams, the driver of the hack , to let the 
windows down, which he did, and drove 
down to the Greenville. Henry got ou t in 
front of the Greenville bou se, went in, and 
ask ed if there had been a bu ggy over that 
way in the last hou r. 
They said no. 
He got 
in and we came right back to town, and the 
hack stopped in front of Ju nk ’s, where we all 
got ou t 
“ It was then abou t 10 o’clock . 
Standing 
inside of the door were John Arensdorf, 
Ju nk , Jim Scollard, and Robert Grady, the 
alderman, and Lange, the painter. 
We all 
went 
inside—myself. Henry Treiber, and 
Plath—and got a drink . 
Wo then went ou t 
to go home, and a t the door on the ou tside 
were the two Du chmen who were hired by 
Treiber to whip Walk er. 
John Arensdorf 
came ou t with u s, and those two Du tchmen 
said to him, bu t lou d enou gh for u s all to 
hear: ‘The bu ggy has como back .’ We— 
that is, Arensdorf, 
Mu nchrath, Treiber, 
Plath, Henry, myself, and the two Du tch­ 
men—started to go toward the stable. I drop- 
jjed behind and met H arry Sherman, and wo 
followed on after them. 
Lange, the painter, 
was following u s. I met Jack Ryan, or passed 
him, and satd: 
‘Hello, Jack .’ 
He said, 
‘Hello, Leavitt.’ I said to Sherman: 
‘This 
will be another failu re. They are all cowards. 
They have been going to do some slu gging 
for two days, and no one has been hu rt yet.’ 
Gherman says: ‘Well, let u s go and see what 
they are going to do.’ By that time we had 
got close together, and were talk ing, and 
Mu nchrath said: ‘If you or you r man is 
going to lick Haddock , tell him not to pu nch 
him too hard, bu t hit him in the face twice, 
and give him a black eye. That will do, as 
we don’t want to go any farther than that.’ 
Treiber said: ‘That is right. We only want 
to give one of them a whipping.’ 
“ In tha t conversation there was present 
John Arensdorf, Henry, the driver of the 
brewery delivery-wagon, 
George Treiber, 
Lou is Plath, Fred Mu nchrath, Harry Sher­ 
man, myself, the two 
Du tchmen whose 
names are u nk nown to me, bu t the same men 
Treiber hired to whip Walk er, and a saloon­ 
k eeper in Siou x City whoso name I can not 
now call to mind, bu t who I can identify. 
We saw Haddock coming across Water street 
from the Colu mbia hou se. 
No one said a 
word as John Arensdorf started toward Had­ 
dock and came u p in front of Haddock and 
look ed him in the face and threw u p his hand 
in front of Haddock ’s face. 
Mr. Haddock 
pu lled something 
from 
his 
pock et and 
stru ck Arensdorf. I then saw Arensdprf 
draw his gu n, and saw him shoot Haddock . 
I saw nothing more of Arensdorf. 
Henry, the 
driver, started toward Aressdorf before the 
shot was fired. 
We all started to ru n after 
the shot was fired, and I went to hu nt my 
wife, and fou nd her and told her that night 
all abou t the shooting.”

Two years ago when I was in Sou th Africa 
for a New York firm of exporters I was in­ 
formed that eight miles u p the railroad, 
which ru ns from Capetown north, there was 
a trained ape which acted as a switchman 
and 
drew a regu lar salary for his master. 
Of cou rse I believed the story to be a 
anard, bu t felt that it was worth while In­ 
vestigating. I stopped a t 
a little station on 
the railroad in Cape Colony and was directed 
to a small switch hou se, 200 yards u p the 
track from the place where the train had 
stopped. Tho switch tender was sitting ou t­ 
side the door in an armchair, and by his side 
stood, or rather crou ched, an enormou s Afri­ 
can ape, which was fu lly five feet high when 
erect. 
As tho switch tender arose to answer my 
inqu iry I noticed that he wns armless, 
ask ed him whether it was tru e that his ape 
performed the du ties of switchman and was 
told to watch for five minu tes and see for my­ 
self. A few minu tes later the ru mbling noise 
of an approaching train was heard. As the 
noise increased tho ape ju mped from his 
crou ching position 
and 
accompanied the 
switchman to tho place where the white arm 
of the switch stood thrown to the left. 
A t a signal from tho switchman the apo 
ju mped forward, seized tho k ey, u nlock ed the 
padlock which held tho switch in position, 
and grasping the lover with his mu scu lar 
arm threw it to the right. 
Tho train dashed 
over tho switch to tho side track of the 
station, and in a second the switch was 
thrown back into position, and the ape again 
took his seat by his master to wait for fu r­ 
ther orders. 
It was certainly a wonderfu l performance, 
and I wou ld not believe it u nless I hod seen 
it. 
Tho man informed mo that he had lost 
his arms in a railroad accident whilo em­ 
ployed by tlio company as a switch tender. 
Du ring tho live years previou s to tho acci­ 
dent he had trained tho apo more as a m atter 
of recreation and to employ his leisu re time 
while stationed at that lonely ou tpost of tho 
Capetown railway. 
The work of amu sement tu rned him in good 
stead when he w'u s able to satisfy the com­ 
pany that withou t arms ho cou ld as fu lly pro­ 
tect its interests as when ho was in possession 
of those limbs. 
For more than two years the 
aix> had performed the du ties of switchman, 
and had never made a mistak e. More than 
this, the apo was trained to feed his master, 
as well as to dress and u ndress him, when 
necessary.—Omaha Bee.

in g s that his sen ten ce has been an n ulled 
by the Com* de Cassation on purely 
techn ical g roun ds.

Capt. Beverly Ken n on , who com­ 
man ded the Con federate g un boat Gov­ 
ern or Moore, an d helped in fig htin g 
Farrn g ut below* New Orlean s, lias a pa­ 
per in the Cen tu ry, from which we 
q uote as follows: 
“The even in g pre­ 
vious to the battle I reported to Gen . 
Dun can , the comman der of the two 
ports, my observation s on the en emy ’s 
movemen ts, as seen by my self from the 
mast-head. 
Yet to my kn owledg e n o 
picket boat was sen t down by us, or 
an y mean s adopted to watch the en emy 
an d g uard ag ain st surprise. 
The re­ 
sult was they were abreast the forts be­ 
fore some of our vessels fired a shot. 
In a few momen ts this space was filled 
with smoke* from the g un s an d ex ­ 
ploded shells, in ten sify in g the darkn ess 
of the n ig ht. 
A slackin g of the fire on 
both sides was n ecessary , sin ce n either 
could distin g uish frien d from foe. 
In 
some places n o object was distin g uish­ 
able un til directly upon it, when it was 
as soon lost to view, y et the Un ited 
States sq uadron steamed ahead, blin d­ 
folded, as it were, throug h the dark­ 
n ess an d con fusion , soon to fin d them­ 
selves in places of absolute safety an d 
with comparatively few casualties. 
“At about 3:9 0 a. m. < April 24, 1802) 
an un usual n oise attracted my atten tion . 
As we ex pected to be attacked at an y 
momen t, I descen ded the ladder to n ear 
the water, where I distin ctly heard the 
paddles of a steamer (the Mississippi). 
I saw* n othin g on reachin g the deck, 
but in stan tly fired the after g un , the 
on e forward bein g fired by the sen try 
there; at the same momen t the water 
batteries of Fort Jackson an d Fort St. 
Pliilip lot drive, followed in an in stan t 
bv a g en eral discharg e from all the 
available g un s in the forts, an d both 
batteries of the advan cin g fleet, moun t­ 
in g 242 g un s, an d Comman der Porter’s 
« q uadroon of seven vessels, moun tin g 
seven ty -two g un s, which attacked Fort 
Jackson ’s flan k below the obstruction s. 
There was also a splen did practice 
from n in eteen Federal mortars, which 
fired their 13-icch shells at in tervals 
(between the vessels) of ten secon ds. 
“The burstin g of every description of 
shells q uickly followin g their discharg e, 
in creased a hun dred-fold the terrific 
n oise an d fearfully g ran d an d mag n ifi­ 
cen t py rotechn ic display which cen tered 
in a space of about 1,200 y ards in width. 
The ball had n ot fairly open ed before 
the en emy ’s ships were between the 
forts, an d the Un cle Sam of my earlier 
day s had the key to the valley of the 
Mississippi ag ain in 
his 
breeches- 
pocket, for which lie had to than k his 
g allan t n avy an d the stupidity , tardi­ 
n ess, ig n oran ce, an d n eg lect of the 
authorities in Richmon d.”

C hicago , Oct 9 .—-Women were given the 
preference in admission to the criminal 
court Friday morning , and of the thousand 
or so waiting at the doom when they were 
opened only about 9H0 were admitted, that 
num ber being all the room would hold com­ 
fo rtably. 
The families and friends of the 
prisoners were all cm hand, and tried to smile 
enco uragingly on the apparently doomed 
men. 
The judge arrived at 10 o'clock, and 
court was promptly called to order. 
Lo uis Engel was the first speaker. 
He 
spo ke in Germ an in an impassio ned to ne, 
and was interpreted 
by Mr. Ganx . He said 
l*she had left Germany 
ibecause the co untry 
*was no t a free eo un- 
ry, and 
had 
no w 
[fo und th a t he had no t 
'bettered himself, as 
this co untry was less 
free than the o ne he 
had left, and human 
• misery was just as 
abundant hero as in 
the 
fatherland. 
He 
had seen peo ple here 
EXGEL sp eakin g , 
fishing in slo p barrels 
fo r refuse to eat, and had ro ad o f o thers dy­ 
ing o f hunger, and determined to ascertain 
w hy , in a co untry so rich as this, such things 
were. 
In this determ inatio n 
he studied 
so cialism and read the 
wo rks o f Henry 
Geo rge and o thers, and jo ined the so cial 
Demo cracy. 
Here he fo und co rruptio n, and 
seeing that the vote was no pro tectio n to the 
w orking m a n he jo ined the Internatio nal so ­ 
ciety, having reached the co nclusio n that 
fo rce m ust be used befo re the po o r wo uld 
g a in their rig hts 
Every m aterial pro gress 
in the wo rld had iieen o btained by the use o f 
fo rce. 
He 
also 
became 
co nvinced 
that 
a dvoca cy 
o f 
the 
po o r 
man's 
cause 
wa s 
a 
capital 
crimo 
iu 
this 
country and lo d all respect fo r American 
law. 
The privileged classes were tho o nly 
ru es who had any rights. 
He warned the 
co urt th at the ex ecutio n o f the priso ners 
wo uld no t kill anarchism , but th at secrecy 
wo uld take the place o f o iien agitatio n. 
He 
ho j>ed the pro secuto rs in this case wo uld 
meet the fate o f Kitmpf. 
He had no hatred 
fo r capitalists, but hated the system o f privi­ 
lege and against his co nvictio n by capitalist 
influence he had no t a wo rd to say. 
Bamuel Fielden then to o k the flo o r and 
co mmenced his address by quo ting a po em 
w ritten by the A ustrian po et Freilo gratli, 
o ne verse o f which is as fo llo ws: 
And tho ugh ye give her felo n fare. 
Hid fe o n garb her livery be. 
And tho ugh ye set tha o akum task, 
► 
I to ll yo u a'l she still is free. 
He then said it made a great deal o f differ­ 
ence w hat so rt o f revo ltio nist a m an was. 
If 
he happened to be po o r he was a criminal. 
He co mplained, with 
nearly all the o thers 
who had spo ken, th at 
he had been charged 
with m urder and tried 
fo r 
Anarchy, 
and 
said he wo uld have 
justified 
himself fo r 
is anarchist do ctrines 
had he been given an, 
o ppo rtunity. As it was 
the last tim e he sho uld 
have an o pjio ptunity 
to speak he desired to 
sho w the co urt why 
he was what lie was. 
kieldx n . 
He was bo rn in Lancashire, England, and 
tho ugh bo rn in a m o narchy he was a repub­ 
lican lie fo re 
lie came to 
this 
co untry. 
D uring 
the 
war, 
when 
the 
pro perty 
classes 
in 
England 
wo uld 
willingly 
have 
reco gnized 
the 
so uth, 
the 
o per­ 
atives o f Lancashire, starving fo r the w ant o f 
the co tto n which was blo ckaded in so uthern 
po rts by Unio n rnen-o f-war, had been staunch 
friends o f the Unio n, and o ne o f the first 
speeches he had ever made was in defense o f 
the Unio n cause to Lancashire o peratives. 
He knew that so me ^» -called patrio ts in this 
co untry, in o rder to secure a certain vo te, 
had tried to create a quarrel between Eng­ 
land and Am erica ; but if there was a spo t o n 
the glo be the Americans sho uld be grateful 
to it was Lancashire, England. 
He ran o ver 
his auto bio graphy and to ld ho w he hail been 
a Metho dist Sunday-scho o l teacher, ex ho rter 
and cla ss leader, and then pro ceeded to dis­ 
cuss the principles o f so cio lo gy. 
The so cial 
system must be very much a t fault that 
sho wed the palace and the ho vel so clo se 
to gether as they were in the United States. 
He deno unce! the press repo rters as stupid 
liars and instanced the president's pro test 
against their repo rts in suppo rt o f his charge. 
Upo n the lying evidence o f these repo rters 
he had been co nvicted, and he to o k up a num ­ 
ber o f repo rts o f his speech as testified to by 
newspaper repo rters and pro no unced their 
testimo ny false. 
R eferring to the haym arket meeting he 
said: “ I sho uld have been a t ano ther meeting 
th at night, and w hat little things change the 
cu rren t o f a m an’s life. 
The fact o f my see­ 
ing th at little advertisem ent in the paper has 
caused my death—caused the judge to pro ­ 
no unce sentence o f death upo n m e— tho ugh 1 
went to that m eeting w itho ut a tho ught o i 
purpo se o f co m m itting a crim e.” 
The charge 
th at he had said, “Here co me the blo o d 
ho unds,” etc., he again denied, and stated 
that no such testimo ny was glveu a t the 
co ro ner’s inquest, implying th at it was an 
aftertho ught. He referred to C ap t Bo nfldd 
a- “ Fruitful Jam es” Bo nfleld, declared that 
the meeting was peaceful, and asked: “ Then 
why were 200 po licemen sent there to disperse 
it# ” It has never been sho wn th a t wo ever in 
tended to engage iu the blo wing up o f the 
freight ho uses.” 
The fo ulest crim inal, he co ntinue« !, wo uld 
never have been co nvicted o n such testimo ny 
as had been bro ught here if be had no t been 
a dangero us man in the o pinio n o f the privi 
leged classes. 
He and his fello w defendants, 
he claimed, were co nvicted, no t because they 
had co mmitted m urder, but because they 
were very energetic in the advo cacy o f the 
rights o f labo r. 
If he was to be taken fo r 
advo cating the principles o f So cialism and 
anarchy as he understo o d them, and ho nestly 
believed them, he freely gave himself up. 
The price was very small fo r a result so great. 
He trusted the time wo uld co me when then 
wo uld be a better understanding aud mo re 
intelligence. 
Fielden’s speech was a much mo re tern

preceded 
and tanpreresd the audience 
favorably , it wna tha g eneral comment that 
had ridden "p'hNv this speech before thi 
jury « Instead of letting hie lawy ers talk foi 
him, It mig ht hare tonrenced their verdict is 
his faror. 
It was 3:30 o'clock when Fldden finished 
■peaking and Parsons, armed with ahug i 
handle of mmnuaertpt, roee and said that at 
it would be impoedble for him to conclude he 
wanted the court to adjourn for the day . 
J udg e Gary concluded, however, that Par 
eons mig ht g o on. 
Thte trial. Parsons said, had been immersed 
in paenoo, and even now, landing in tht 
shadow of tha g allows, with the hang man 
waiting with hie noose, tha capitalistic press 
was clamoring for his blood and the blood of 
his comradea 
He had espoused the interest 
of the wag e-worker, and he stood here as one 
of the ptople, a working man. He believed 
that reptseentatives of that org anization of 
millionaires, the Citiaens’ association, had de­ 
manded of his honor that he and his fellow 
defendants should be put out of the wey by 
an ig nominious death. 
But where was the 
justice of this railroading of human being s to 
the g allows with the speed of an express 
train. Condemnation did not mean that the 
condemned were alway s g uilty , and history 
showed that we mig ht also have unjust 
judg es—I<ord J efferies aud their like. P ar­ 
sons held that the execution of the sentence 
to be imposed on him was nothing but 
judicial murder. 
It was a trial by a mo b. 
His honor must know this, he said, and it was 
fo r him to look at the matter fro m the stand­ 
point o f reason and co mmo n sense*. 
Parso ns spo ke until 4 :3 0, when the co urt 
adjo um o d a t his request.

Nearly all tie 
lelegates were present and 
the 
galleries 
cro wded. 
A fter the reading o f the minutes 
and the passage o f a rule fo rbidding applause, 
the co mmittee o n amendments to tjbo co nsti- 
lulio n repo rted against the reso lutio n o ffered 
by Dr. Swo pe, o f New Yo rk, referring to se­ 
curing a unifo rm ity in the m arriage lew 
thro ugho ut the Unio n. It was referred to 
the co mmittee o n m arriage and divo rce. The 
co mmittee also repo rted adversely o n the 
reso lutio n pro viding fo r a reductio n of the 
number o f deputies to the general conven­ 
tion. 


BISHOP HXJCRT C POTTER. 
Among the memorials offered’ wei e a num­ 
ber pray ing for the restoration of the unity 
of the church. Then Dr. Gray , of Tennessee, 
offered a resolution for permissive use of the 
book of King Edward VI for the next three 
y ears. Dr. Hunting ton, of New York, sup­ 
ported the resolution, but it was laid upon 
the table, to be taken up by the committee on 
liturg ical revision. 
This committee was constituted as follows: 
Dr. Hunting ton, Dr. Eg ar, Dr. Gould, Dr. 
Hale, Dr. Hart, Dr. Shattuck, Mr. Packard, 
J udg e Gilbert, J udg e Sheffey , and Mr. Nash. 
To the same committee the house of bishops 
appointed the following : Bishops Williams, of 
Connecticut; Bedell, of Northern Ohio; Doane, 
of Albany , and Ly man, of North Carolina, 
and Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter, of 
New York. 
About 11 o’clock the house of deputies ad­ 
journed to assemble at 11:30, with the house 
of bishops as the board missions, at which 
session Bishop Alfred Lea, of Delaware, pre­ 
sided. 
He urg ed the importance of spread­ 
ing the g ospel among the ig norant. !* The 
report of the board of manag ers of the mis­ 
sionary society was then read by Secre­ 
tary Long ford. Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, read 
a letter on the relig ious prog ress of the J apan­ 
ese. Bishop Tuttle, of Utah, followed with 
an oral report, in which he expressed sorrow 
at leaving Utah. He said that it was throug h 
the schools that the evils of Mormonism and 
poly g amy were being attacked in Utah. 
Bishop Morris, of Oreg on, followed with an 
urg ent appeal for more liberality on the part 
of the east toward the missions and mission­ 
aries in the west. After sing ing the DoxoV- 
og y the board adjourned for one hour. 
Upon reassembling missionary addresses 
were made by Bishops Whitaker, of Nevada; 
Hare, of Southern Dakota; Holly , of Hay ti: 
Spalding , of Colorado; Elliott, of Western 
Texas; Pierce, of Arkansas, and Garrett, of 
northern Texas, all of whom g ave intorestinj. 
accounts of their labors in those fields, and 
stated the needs of the church. At 5 p. m. 
In» house adjourned fo r the day .

jp oodle, the fighting mastiff, and the 
tender b lack-and-tan ? Why, the curve 
on the b ishop ’s traditional staff is in­ 
dicative of nothing else than—p ardon 
the slangy exp ression--to hook b ack 
an erring sheep into the fold* 
‘The staff of old was not only the 
im’s sup p ort on his weary voyage 
and his weap on of defense against the 
'animals of the forest and the footp ads of 
(the highway; it was the means b y 
which he jump ed ditches and water­ 
courses. Then it b ecame from a matter 
of comfort one of luxury. 
The old 
'Greeks carried canes as tokens of dig­ 
nity. Don’t you recollect from your 
Bchool days how Socrates used his cane 
as an aid in teaching his scholars? He 
didn’t whip them, of course, b ut Xeno- 
jp hon tells us how his old teacher used 
'to stop his p up ils on the streets of an­ 
cient Athens and made them answer 
^q uestions b efore he let them p ass. 
Home honored her first Scip io b y 
giving him the surname of “the staff” 
in recognition of the sup p ort he was to 
iiis old father. 
“Then, in olden times, the staff b e­ 
came the necessary attrib ute of the 
wayfarer, as Jean Paul says: ‘Friend­ 
ship is a b ludgeon on a voyage, love a 
cane for the p romenade.’ Modern time, 
which sub jects everything to the ever- 
changing fashion, has rob b ed the time- 
honored staff of every vestige of dig­ 
nity and converted it into a cane.. Like 
the snuff b ox of old and the cigar of 
to-day, the cane has b ecome the favor­ 
ite means to give something like grace 
to men who do not know what to _ do 
with their hands, and at the same time 
to make awkward p auses in a dragging 
conversation endurab le. For any num­ 
b er of p eop le the cane, even b e it only 
the insignificant one of the dude, has 
b ecome a necessary req uisite. 
Take 
the cane away from them and they seem 
to b e all elb ows and hands p rotruding 
unnaturally from the coat-sleeves. Peo­ 
p le will wear a cane under their arm 
and endanger the eyes and noses of 
those b ehind them; they will wh rl them 
around and hit someb ody on the shins; 
they will vacantly suck at the head of 
the cane or carry it thoughtfully like a 
sword at rest 
Some cannot withstand 
the temp tations to make a dash with 
their canes at every cat and dog that 
crosses their p ath, and others are look­ 
ing out for the p alings of fences or the 
gratings of b asement windows to rattle 
them merrily with the cane as they 
walk along. What would some of us 
do in a gossip ing comp any without a 
cane ? To rest b oth hands up on it and 
the chin in turn up on the hands gives 
one a thoughtful look and leads others 
to b elieve that b ehind the corrugated 
b rows of the ap p arent thinker slum­ 
b ers a world of ideas. 
• “Thus the cane p lays even in social 
life an imp ortant role, and a more hu­ 
mane one than of old. 
To the unin­ 
itiated it may sound p aradoxical, b ut it 
is, nevertheless, true, that the cane, as 
well as soap and coal, is a standard b y 
which to measure the culture of a p eo­ 
p le.

A French Prison for Women. 
Saint Lazare is p rob ab ly one of the 
strangest p risons in the world. 
It is 
as an estab lishment for women that it 
is chiefly remarkab le. 
These are class­ 
ed under two categories—felons and 
filles. 
The latter are the miserab le 
women who, according to the irregular 
and altogether inconsistent flourishes 
of the p refect’s b room, are allowed to 
swarm up on the p avements b y night 
under the noses of the p olice, or are 
caught like b irds in a net, to b e caged 
up for some weeks at Saint Lazare. 
There is no rule for their guidance; 
whether they are caught and imp rison­ 
ed, or are allowed p erfect freedom of 
action, dep ends very much up on the 
demand up on sp ace at Saint Lazare, 
and the need of shirts for the army. 
When they are seized, the intention is 
to make them useful.

These last can 
receive visits from friends in the p ar­ 
lor, and if they have money can ob tain 
p retty well what they wish from the 
outside world; b ut, as regards the oth­ 
ers, all communication with the world 
is vigorously cut off 
All female p ris­ 
oners at Samt Lazare are in charge of 
nuns. 
They are of the order of St. 
Vincent de Paul. Only those of excep ­ 
tionally strong character are chosen for 
p rison duty. If .they were not very 
stern at times they could never keep 
order among a numb er of women of 
the worst descrip tion living in com­ 
mon. 
For those who b ehave b adly 
there is p unishment of the cachot, or 
dungeon. 
The dungeon in q uestion 
hap p ens to b e a room underneath the 
tiles, where the inmates get half-frozen 
in winter and half-b aked in summer. 
The Sisters are esp ecially severe up on 
p risoners who commit a b reach of de­ 
corum in language—an offense which 
they are p articularly liab le to fall into, 
inasmuch as the forb idden language is 
almost their native tongue. 
A Sister’s 
life at Saint Lazare is harder than that 
of a p risoner, for it continues year af­ 
ter year, and is sp ent in an atmosp here 
loathsome in p rop ortion as the charac­ 
ter of the p erson who remains in it is 
high and p ure.— Co r.

Ho Saya flip Fatal Sh ot Was Fired by 
•foh n Aretulorf —A Dastardly I’lot to 
Assault a Clergyman and How It Ke- 
sulted h i M urder—Two More Conspira* 
for* Arrested. 


Slot;X City, Iowa, Oct. 
0.—Important 
lcvdoj merits were made Friday in th<* Had­ 
dock assassination caw. 
Leavitt, arrested in 
Chicago, was not Drought here, but taken to 
Kingsley, the home of Attorney Wood. 
He 
is expected here Monday, the date fix**» l for 
the (beginning of the examination of the par­ 
ties arrested. 
Accompanying Wood to Chi­ 
cago was F. A. Hill, business manager of 
Hie Sioux City Tribune, and brother-in-law 
of its editor and proprietor, J . C. K**!ly. Mr. 
Hill "as intimate with Leavitt, and it wa* 
through tins intimacy that Leavitt was in 
dueed to .surrender himself. 
Hill brought 
back with him a confession of Leavitt, which 
lias Iteoii made public. 
In this confession 
sworn to tn*fore Merritt D. Cold» , notary 
public, of Chicago, Leavitt charges that the 
slashing was done by J ohn Art*ns» k>rf, for©- 
man of the Franz Brewing company, and 
one of Its stockholders. 
Leavitt says: 
“ Alxmt 8 :15 Tuesday night, Aug. 8 , I went 
up to Frank Cochran's rooms over the Chi 
cok°» and I there inet Rhoden, J ohn Hop, 
and Frank Cochran, and we sat down and 
played stud-poker until about i* o'clock. 
I 
got up and went down-stairs and met Cham 
pion and Sehaffer in front of their place. 
I 
stopped and talked with them a few minutes, 
and then started down to Sherman's sa­ 
loon, as I was in the habit of dropping 
in there every 
night 
before going to 
bed 
On my way there, and in front of the 
Sioux National hank, I met Fred Munchrath, 
George Treiber, Louis Plath, a saloon- keeper 
whose name I can not recall, and those two 
Dutchmen whom Treiber said were the men 
he had to do up Walker. 
They were talking 
together about Haddock and Turner going 
down to the Greenville house. 
Treiber said: 
|Let us take a hack and see what th ey are go­ 
ing to do.“1 Munchrath said: 
‘Leavitt, let us 
take a ride and go to the Greenville and 
what they are going to do.’ 
I replied: 
‘All 
r*&ht; I don’t care.’ We went over in front 
of the Hubbard house, and Henry Hal>ei 
man, Treiber, Platb, and inyself got into the 
back right under the electric light. 
I nskM 
Adams, the driver of the hack, to let the 
windows down, which he did, and drovo 
down to the Greenville. 
Henry got out in 
front of the Greenville house, went in, and 
asked if there had been a buggy over that 
way in the last hour. 
They said no. 
He got 
in and we came right back to town, and the 
hack stopped in front of J unk’s, where we all 
got out. 
‘‘It was th ou about 10 o'clock. 
Standing 
inside of th e door were J ohn Arensdorf, 
J unk, Jim Scollard, and Robert Grady, the 
alderman, and Lange, the painter. 
We all 
went 
inside--myself. Henry Treiber, and 
Plath and got a drink. 
Wo then went out 
to go h ome, and at 
the door on the outside 
were th e two Duch men who were hired by 
ireiber to wh ip Walker. 
Joh n Arensdorf 
came out with us, and th ose two Dutch men 
said to h im, but loud enough for us 
all to 
h ear: ‘Th e buggy h as como back.’ \X 
th at is, Arensdorf, 
Munch rath , Treiber, 
1 iath , Henry, myself, and th o two Dutch­ 
men started to go toward th e stable. I drop­ 
ped beh ind and met Harry Sh erman, and we 
followed on after th em. 
Lange, th e painter, 
"as following us. I met Jack Ryan, or passed 
h im, and said: 
‘Hello, Jack.’ 
Ho said, 
‘Hello, Leavitt.’ I said to Sh erman:
